On 101317 the San Leandro Police Department received notification from the Alameda County Social Services 
Agency, via a mandatory reporter, that 26 yr-old Suspect Marco Becerra, a then-current San Leandro police 
officer, was engaged in a sexual relationship with a 17 yr old female. 


Investigators met with the victim and she provided a statement in which she described how she and Becerra 
became friends through the San Leandro Police Explorer program and corresponded via phone and social 
media. In early September (2017). Becerra and the victim arranged to meet at a location in San Leandro where 
they engaged in sexual intercourse. Becerra and the victim met at least two more times after the initial sexual 
encounter and engaged in sexual intercourse. 

Becerra was immediately placed on administrative leave after the victims interview. On 10/20/17, Becerra gave 
a mirandized statement in which he confessed to being in a sexual relationship with the victim over the past 
month and a half. Marco Becerra then resigned from employment following his confession. 

Based on the victims statement, obtained evidence and Becerras statement he is violation of multiple counts 
of 261.5 (c) of the California Penal Code.

PRELIMINARY INVESTIGATION AND NOTIFICATION OF CRIMINAL 
INVESTIGATION: 

On Sunday 10151 1, approximately 1330 hours. I reviewed a text message from Lt. Benabou 
asking me 10 contact him regarding an investigation. I replied to the text message and Lt. 
Benabou responded that he would call me in a couple of hours and brief me on an investigation. 

Approximately 1530 hours I received a phone call from Lt. Benabou who was traveling with 
Capt. Torres. They spoke on speaker phone and in summary staled the following: 

On Friday 101317 the patrol Watch Commander, later identified as Lt. Brandt, received a CPS 
cross report from the counselor of one of SLPD's Explorers, later identilledasl 
|( I 7 years old). The CPS cross report involved an allegation that 
having sexual intercourse with Officer Marco Becerra who is one of the advisors to the SLPD 
Police Explorer Program. I was told their sexual relationship has been taking place over the 
course of approximately one month and they last had sexual intercourse on Thursday 101217. 
Sgt. Bob Sanchez and Sgt. Abe Teng, who are both former SVU investigators, were temporarily 
assigned the criminal investigation. On Saturday 101417 they had a forensic interview completed 
with the victim which was arranged at CALICO. During the forensic interview the victim 
disclosed how she and Officer Becerra engaged in sexual intercourse and other sexual acts 
during ten separate encounters. All of the sexual acts were committed when Officer Becerra was 
off duty. The investigators worked with the victim to make a pretext phone call to Officer 
Becerra in which he never denied committing any sexual acts with the victim, but also never 
admitted to it. Since Officer Becerra was working day shift as a patrol officer on 101417 he was 
called into the office of Professional Standards Lt. Molettieri. Sgt. Khan obtained Officer 
Becerra’s work cell phone and his personal cell phone as well as the passcodes for the cell 
phones. Lt. Molettieri placed Officer Becerra on administrative leave and he was eventually 
escorted off of the property. The victim was transported to Highland Hospital where a SART was 
completed and later submitted by Sgt. Teng. Sgt. Brian Anthony also assisted in the investigation 
by obtaining a search warrant for Officer Becerra s cell phones. A consent search of the victim's 
cell phone was also obtained. During a search of all of the cell phones, message correspondences 
on Officer Becerra’s personal cell phone with the victim were located. Similar message 
correspondence on the victim's cell phone were located, as well as sexually explicit images the 
victim and Officer Becerra had exchanged via text message. Officer Becerra deleted the sexually 
explicit text message images from the victim, but the victim still had those images on her cell 
phone. 

After getting briefed about the investigation thus far. Lt. Benabou and Capt. Torres told me I 
would be the primary investigator upon returning to work on Wednesday 101 SI7. They also 
assigned Sgt. Brian Anthony and Sgt. Young to assist in the investigation. Since myself and the 
majority of Department management and supervisors were en route to a two day leadership 
retreat it was determined the investigation would continue upon my return from this retreat. Lt.

Bcnabou and Capi. Torres told me that I would be meeting with them and the assigned criminal 
investigators later in the day upon our arrival at the retreat location in Half Moon Bay. 

Later in the evening I met with Capt. Torres. Lt. Bcnabou. Sgt. Young. Sgl. Sanchez, and Sgt. 
Teng. We discussed the known details of the case thus far which had already been discussed 
during my initial briefing by Capt. Torres and Lt. Bcnabou. One of the items which was still 
needed was a search warrant for Officer Becerra's locker in the SLPD men's locker room which 
would be completed by Sgt. Anthony. In addition we discussed the need to interview all possible 
witnesses including everyone involved in the SLPD Police Explorer program (see Sgt. Sanchez. 
Sgt. Teng and Sgt. Anthony's supplemental reports for further details). 

Shortly after arriving at the retreat, all present SLPD management and supervisors were advised 
there was a pending criminal investigation involving Officer Becerra and how he had been 
placed on administrative leave. 

Over the course of the two day retreat Capt. Torres called most of the guardians for the juvenile 
Police Explorers in order to make them aware the SLPD Police Explorer Program was being 
temporarily suspended while a criminal investigation lakes place. In addition these guardians 
were told that their child would be contacted in the next couple of days so they could be 
interviewed. 



Throughout this retreat Capt. Torres. Lt. Bcnabou. the assigned investigators and I would meet to 
discuss various aspects of the criminal investigation and what investigative tasks needed to be 
completed. Capt. Torres also arranged for Sgt. Teng to be temporarily assigned to the Criminal 
Investigation Division in order to assist on this criminal investigation. 

At one point during the retreat it was discovered thatSupervisor and other SLPD 

staff, identified as PST ^^m^P^and PST were possibly aware of Officer 

Becerra's relationship with the victim. 

Lt. Bcnabou arranged for another criminal investigation briefing on the morning of 101817.

VICTIM FOLLOW UP INTERVIEW AM) VICTIM’S PA KENTS INTERVIEWS: 

I had arranged tor the victim and tier parents to be interviewed separately at CALICO, 524 
Gsuidillo Avenue, at 170 0 hours. I decided to have Sgt. Young and Sgt. Anthony interview Mr. 
and Mrs. ^^^^^^Jwhilc Sgt. Tcng and I interviewed the victim. In addition to the 
interviews I also wanted to lake the victim on a drive to the San Leandro Marina in order to point 
out the exact location of their sexual encounters (see Sgt. Anthony's and Sgt. Young’s 
supplemental reports regarding the interview with the victim's parents for further details). 

Prior to meeting with them I watched the v ictim's initial interview at CALICO on 101417. In 
victim, m^^^^^^mstated the following: 

The victim and Officer Becerra have been engaged in a sexual relationship over the course of 
approximately one month. They discussed wailing to be in a sexual relationship until she turned 
IS. However about one month ago the victim was engaged in a text message conversation with 
Officer Becerra. During this text message conversation the victim told Officer Becerra that she 
liked him and he replied that he liked her as well. During the text message conversation the 
victim sent Officer Becerra images of her breasts and buttocks. Officer Becerra in response sent 
her images of his penis. They then arranged to meet each other at a separate location not at their 
houses since she lived at home with her parents and Officer Becerra lived with his parents. They 
arranged to meet near the San Leandro Marina. Officer Becerra drove his mom’s ear and she 
drove her own car to the meet location. She got into the car with Officer Becerra and they began 
making out which led to them engaging in sexual acts. Officer Becerra placed his lingers in her 
vagina and eventually they had full sexual intercourse which the victim described as Officer 
Becerra inserting his penis into her vagina (without a condom). Officer Becerra ejaculated inside 
her at the end of the sexual intercourse. After that first sexual encounter with Officer Becerra 
they arranged to meet nine other times. On two occasions they met at her house, while her 
parents were gone and the other seven limes were at the same location near the San Leandro 
Marina. The victim described how during these other nine encounters they engaged in sexual 
intercourse which was proceeded by oral sex and Officer Becerra digitally penetrating her 
vagina. On one occasion at the victim’s house Officer Becerra sodomized the victim as well as 
engaging in the previously described sexual acts and sexual intercourse.

In victim, suited the following: 

About one month ago she and Officer Marco Becerra mutually started their relationship via a 
text message conversation. The victim also sent sexually explicit images of her genitalia, 
buttocks and breasts to Officer Becerra via text. Officer Becerra also sent sexually explicit 
images of his penis to the victim in reply. Sometimes the victim would ask Officer Becerra lor 
more images of his penis which he would send. 

Within several days of exchanging these sexually explicit text messages they corresponded via 
text messaging and arranged to meet at the San Leandro Marina. They arranged to meet in the 
afternoon, approximately 1330 hours, and engaged in sexual intercourse in his mother’s white 
car. The victim then recounted the various sexual acts she and Officer Becerra engaged in which 
had already been disclosed during the victim's first interview. The victim stated she and Officer 
Becerra engaged in sexual intercourse twelve times, 'flic victim described the sexual intercourse 
as Officer Becerra placing his penis in her vagina. In addition to sexual intercourse the victim 
and Officer Becerra also engaged in mutual oral sex on each other. Officer Becerra would 
digitally penetrate her vagina, one time Officer Becerra digitally penetrated her anus and one 
lime Officer Becerra sodomized her when they met at her house. During one of the twelve 
sexually intercourse encounters with Officer Becerra he used a condom, but took it off to 
complete sexual intercourse. Most of the time Officer Becerra would ejaculate inside her vagina, 
but sometimes he would ejaculate in her mouth. During the sexual encounters at the San Leandro 
Marina they would sometimes have sexual intercourse in her car and the other times they would 
have sexual intercourse in Officer Becerra’s car or his mother’s car if he was driving it. 

During all of the described sexual encounters between the victim and Officer Becerra they all 
occurred when Officer Becerra was off duty. They would arrange to meet at the San Leandro 
Marina or her house via a text message conversation. The victim stated at no time did Officer 
Becerra use his positon as a police officer to coerce her into having sex with him. In addition 
neither was Officer Becerra in uniform nor was there any police uniform/gear insight during 
these sexual encounters. 

After discussing all of the sexual encounters involving the victim and Officer Becerra both Sgt. 
Tcng and I asked the victim several questions about the SLPD Police Explorer Program. I asked 
her if there had been any instances where there were any problems with her and the other 
Explorers. The victim described how none of the other Explorers liked her. The victim even 
described how one female Explorer quit the progriur^ecaus^h^hoimhulie victim was too 
In addition 1 

her and would often "talk shit’* about her. The victim and the other Explorers mediated this 
dispute and have been able to gel along with each other since then. However the victim described 
that she just doesn’t lit in well with the other Explorers.

about his daughter's relationship with Officer Becerra. Sgt. Anthony also described one incident 
in which Officer Becerra cameoverlotheir house on a weekend afternoon in order to fill up his 
water bottle then left. Mr. ^^J^^Hthoughi it was a little odd that Officer Becerra did this, 
but there was nothing else like this which occurred. I l ater discovered th at nothing of evidentiary 
value was discovered during their interview with Mrs. 


After being briefed by Sgt. Anthony and Sul. Young, both Sgt. Teng and I drove the victim to the 
area of the San Leandro Marina in order to identify the location where she and OITicer Becerra 
met to engage in sexual intercourse. Also present with us was Deputy District Attorney Join 
Leventis. She sat in the back seat with the victim, while I drove and Officer Teng sat in the front 
passenger seal. 


Before proceeding to the San Leandro Marina. I returned the victim's cell phone to her. I 
returned her cell phone since she and her parents were asking for it to be returned as soon as 
possible and it had just been returned to our custody after being processed by the Alameda 
County Sheriff Department's Crime Lab. However I failed to examine the cell phone contents 
myself before giving her the phone. It was quickly discovered by the victim that the sexually 
explicit images of both the victim and Officer Becerra were still on her cell phone. We had the 
victim delete her own sexually explicit images then Sgt. Teng went through the camera roll on 
her cell phone and deleted any sexually explicit images of Officer Becerra. The cell phone was 
then returned to the victim. 


Upon driving to the San Leandro Marina the victim directed us to the parking lot of El Torn to* s. 
5 Monarch Bay Drive. She pointed to the north parking lot area and said this was the general 
area where she and Officer Becerra would often meet in order to engage in the sexual acts she 
had described to us. 

We then drove back to CALICO an^^miled the victim with her parents. After having a 
conversation with Mr. and Mrs. left and returned home. The DVD of the 

victim's follow up interview was later submitted into SLPl^ropern^i^videncc. Sgt. Anthony 
later downloaded his PVRD footage of both Mr. and Mrs. ^^^^HUnierview (sec Sgt. 
Anthony's and Sgt. Young's supplemental report for further details). 
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OFFICER MARCO BECERRA BADGE 355 INTERVIEW: 


On Friday 102017 approximately 0945 hours Sgt. Teng and I drove to the law offices of RLS. 
Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle Silver. PC located at 2300 Contra Costa Boulevard. Pleasant Hill, 
in order to interview Officer Marco Becerra. 

Prior to us driving to this location the CID Commander. Lt. Bcnabou. had spoken to Officer 
Becerra's attorney. Mike Rains. I was advised via Lt. Bcnabou that Officer Becerra had 
consulted with his attorney and agreed to give an interview at 1030 hours. 


Approximately 1015 hours Sgt. Teng and I arrived at the law firm and were escorted to a 
conference room. We then met with Officer Becerra's attorney Mr. Mike Rains. Mr. Rains 
explained how Officer Becerra was still willing to give a statement and confess to the crimes he 
committed. A short time later Mr. Rains escorted Officer Becerra into the same conference room 
We shook hands with Officer Becerra and thanked him for meeting with us. Officer Becerra took 
a seat across the table from Sgt. Teng and I. Mr. Rains sal next to Officer Becerra. Before they 
entered the office I turned on my PVRD and placed it on the table across from where Officer 
Becerra sat. 


I first explained the interview process with Officer Becerra and how we planned to proceed. I 
then admonished Ofiicer Becerra per miranda using a SLPD Statement form and he said he 
understood his rights. Sgt. Teng and I then signed the form as witnesses and had Officer Becerra 
signed the statement form acknowledging he understood all of his rights. 

Once Officer Becerra had been admonished per miranda he gave a full statement based on the 
questions Sgt. Teng and I asked. 

The following is a summary of Officer Becerra s statement: 

I asked Ofiicer Becerra if he knew what criminal charges he was being investigated for. Officer 
Becerra responded by telling me he believed the investigation had to do with him having sex 
with a minor. I acknowledged that he was correct in his answer and we were in fact investigating 
him in that regards to this crime. 

I started off by asking Officer Becerra how long he has been an officer for the San Leandro 
Police Department. Officer Becerra responded by telling me he has been an ofiicer for three 
years. At this point Officer Becerra became upset, began to cry and took a few moments to 
compose himself. Once Officer Becerra composed himself he answered a few questions about 
when he graduated from the police academy (October 2012) and what other law enforcement 
agencies he had been employed with (Contra Costa County Sheriffs Department) prior to being 
employed by the City of San Leandro as a Police Officer.

! then asked Officer Becerra as an Advisor with the SLPD Police Explorer Program what he did 
and how the program worked. Officer Becerra explained how the SLPD Police Explorer Program 
is a Department lead youth program for youths ranging from 14 to 19 years of age. The SLPD 
Explorer Program is geared towards training those youth who are possibly interested in pursuing 
a career in law enforcement. Officer Becerra has been an Explorer Advisor for the past year and 
half and was assisted by other Explorer Adv isors whi ch included former Explorer Advisor! 
■■as well as current Explorer Advisors |^|^md The Explorer Advisors would 

meet with the Explorers every other week and provide law enforcement related training which 
included subjects covering law. search and seizure and defensive tactics. Most of the time there 
would be two or more Explorer Advisors at the bi-weekly Explorer meetings, but the meetings 


were mostly lead bv him and

|as being purely sexual or was there something more to their relationship. Officer 
Becerra responded by telling me that he viewed the relationship as being sexual, however there 
was a chance, although difficult, that there might be more of a relationship in the future. 

During these questions Sgt. Tcng asked Officer Becerra how he and 
communicated with each other. Officer Becerra described they mostly corresponded via text 
messaging. They also would speak on the phone, correspond via social media Snap Chat or in 
person when she would go on ride alongs with him as an officer. Prior to meeting each other to 
engage in their sexual encounters. Officer Becerra and correspond 

via text messaging to arrange for the time and location of the sexual encounter. 

I asked Olficer Becerra at what point did the relationship change between him and| 

^Officer Becerra explained how as an Explorer Advisor he would often have text

Olficer Becerra explained how about two months ago he and a text 

message conversation in which she told him she hachUmbixperience after having sex with two 
other guys. This opened up dialogue about whatiked sexually and Officer 
Becerra explaining his relationship problems with his girlfriend and what he liked sexually. From 
there they had more text message conversations about what sexual experiences they liked. 

Sgt. Tcng asked about the explicit nud e images of Officer Bec erra and 

were found on both his cell phone and phone and inquired how this 

exchange of explieit nude images al l began. Officer Becerra explained that during a Snap Chat 
conversation him she was physically attracted to him and he responded 

that he was also physically attracted to her and liked her as well. This conversation was 
continued via text message which led to a phone conversation and to more text message 
conversations. At some point Olficer Becerra consented t^^exuaUexunessage conversation 
which included the exchange of nude pictures of him and Officer Becerra 

admitted to sending images of his penis, torso and face to she in return

■vas the first to send an explicit nude image of herself via text message then he began 
senclmgexplicit nude images of himself via text message.

Sgt. Teng also asked if he shared any details of his 
relationship with anyone else or his feelings for her with any one else and he said h e didn't. I in 
turn asked Officer Becerra if he saved the explicit images of any format 

and he said he didn't. I asked Officer Becerra what he did with the sexually explicit images of 

n his cell phone. Officer Becerra said he deleted all oi the sexually explicit 

images of her. 

Towards th e end oflhe interview 1 asked Officer Becerra a series of questions about 

■involvement in the SLPD Police Explorer. Officer Becerra said she was doing well in 
tn!n?xplorer Program, but at one point she wasn't getiimudomM^th a couple of the other girls in 
the Explorer Program. That problem was mediated by^^^^l^^r one of the other Explorer 
leaders. Officer Becerra saidgot along well with the other Explorer 
Advisors and there weren't any other problems after this problem.

I was curious about how the ride along program for Explorers worked and asked Officer Becerra 
several questions about this. Officer Becerra said he was loose with the rules pertaining to this 
and would accept ride alongs with Explorers via text message instead of having them submit 
written requests. Before July of this year he would arranged ride alongs with Explorers by simpl> 
taking requests via text message. However in July they started making the ride along program 
with Explorers more structured and ensuring the Explorers completed ride along requests. 

When asked if any problems with any other officer she went on a ride 

along with he said he was aware of one incident. Officer Becerra described how 
■■■ontacted an off duty officer late at night via text me ssage asking about a possible 
injured officer she saw in front of her house. thought i t was in appropriate to 

receive this late night text message since he was married. This caused to stop 

takincExplorers on ride alongs. Officer Becerra was aware of no other problems with | 
land any officer she went on a ride along with. 

Sgt. Teng and 1 also asked Officer Becerra several questions about policy and procedure 
regarding when and how problems within the Explorer program are resolved. Officer Becerra 
explained that if the problem could be resolved by himself or one of the other Advisors i t was. 
but if the problem was significant enough he or another Advisor would notify 
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Since ii was brought to my attention in the interview with hat Officer Becerra 

would often pick her up and drop he^fniUiijy^ersonal car 1 asked him about this. Officer 
Becerra said he would often give HBHHI^^nnd other Explorers who needed a ride to and 
from their homes using his own personal car. Officer Becerra also described how he would invite 
Explorers to workout with him at the San Leandro Marina on certain days of the week. Officer 
Becerra said he did this to help some of the Explorers with their physical conditioning prior to 
going to the Explorer Academy in the summer. 


One of the final scries of questions we asked Officer Becerra involved if he ever stopped by 
house on dutv as an officer.

Upon completing our questions 1 asked Officer Becerra if there was anything he wanted to add or 
state prior to us ending the interview. Officer Becerra became emotional and his eyes welled 
with tears as he expressed how sorry he was for what he did. sorry for involving us in this 
investigation, sorry for how he made the Department look bad and sorry he hurt several people 
involved in this. Officer Becerra expressed how he wanted to take full ownership of this problem 
and not hide from that fact. 


We thanked Officer Becerra for taking ownership of this problem. After soliciting input on how 
we might improve the SLED Police Explorer Program we concluded the interview at 1155 hours. 
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SEARCH WARRANT SERVICE ON OFFICER BECERRA’S LOCKER: 

Lmcr in the afternoon of Friday 102017, approximately 1450 hours. Sgl. Teng and I served the 
search warrant on Officer Becerra s work locker #35 which is located in the men s basement 
locker room at the San Leandro Police Department. The search warrant had been drafted by Sgt. 
Anthony on 10)817 and was signed by the Honorable Judge Frank Roesch at 1943 hours. On 
10141 7 Sgl. Khan removed the lock to Officer Bcccrra : s locker and placed another Department 
combination lock on it. 1 was provided the combination to the lock by Professional Standards 
Division Li. Molielerri prior to serving the search warrant with Sgt. Teng. 

During a systematic search of the locker I located a black cloth zip up binder which had Officer 
Becerra's name lag on the front. I opened the binder and could see various notes pertaining to the 
Explorer program so 1 seized the binder as evidence. 1 also could see a small black digital 
memory card in one of the interior pockets of the binder. During a further search of the locker I 
also located an orange and white flash drive with the numbers '355' written on the side. These 
numbers happen to be Officer Becerra's badge number. 

While Sgt. Tem^va^earchinu Officer Becerra s patrol bag he found a greeting card addressed 
10 him from ^^^^^^^^^■Ircad the card which was a thank you card to Officer Becerra 
from Lxplorcrfli^^^^^H^B^pn^smg her gratitude lor the service Officer Becerra 
provided to her and the other Explorers. 

I also seized the flash drive and thank you card as evidence. 

No other items of possible evidence were recovered from Officer Becerra's locker. 

After placing the rest of the property back in the locker we placed the administrative lock back 
on the locker and left. A copy of the search warrant and an itemized list of the recovered 
property was placed inside the locker. 

I later examined the contents of the flash drive and discovered nothing of evidentiary value. It 
contained some SLPD documents and a copy of the SI.PD Operations Directives and the Rules 
and Regulations. 

I later examined the small memory disk and noticed that it contained some images from two 
separate 2016 criminal investigations, documents and reports from Officer Becerra's Evidence 
Response learn call outs and documents pertaining to SLPD Police Explorer Program including 
Officer Becerra's 122515 letter of interest to become an Advisor for the program. There were 
other SLPD related documents such as a copy of the old SLPD Operations Directive and the 
Rules and Regulations. 
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The black binder wiih the small memory disk, the flash drive and the thank you card were all 
later submitted into SLED Property as evidence. 


SEARCH WARRANT SERVICE OF OFFICER BECERRA’S CELL PHONES AM) THE 
CONSENT SEARCH OF THE VICTIM’S CELL PHONE:

for her cell phone to be searched. Later that day Sgt. Anthony drafted a search warrant for 
Officer Becerra’s personal cell phone and Officer Becerra's work cell phone. On 101817 Lt.

Alameda County Crime Lab so the contents of the cell phones could be downloaded and 
persevered as evidence. 


On 101917 Ll. Benabou recovered the three cell phones and gave them to me. l ie advised the 
downloaded contents and report from the crime lab would be ready for pick up on either 102317 
or 102417. 1 noticed the three cell phones were sealed in a SLPD Evidence Envelope which 1 
signed and look custody of. At 1645 hours I opened the evidence envelope and removed ( 
HUBS' 1 ' 11 phone from it. After completing her follow up interview at CALICO I 
returned the cell phone to her. 


On 102017. approximately 1700 hours. 1 conducted a preliminary review of the contents of 
Officer Becerra’s per sonal cell phone. 1 rev iewed the images and videos stored on his cell phone 
and didn't see any I noticed in the text message section of the cell phone 

there was one fromH^^^^^^^^Hl noticed the text message conver^atioi^nK^lated 
back till 101217. In this text message thread 1 saw an image sent from | 
which was of her from the waist up. She was wearing a black shirt and the message in essence 
said here is a picture of me to think about her instead of her “booty." 


I also examined some of other contents of Officer Becerra's personal cell phone including a text 
message thread from female who appeared to be Officer Becerra's current girlfriend based on all 
oniuMmaue^hcy had of each other in the cameras roll. The woman's name was listed as 

(The messages appeared to be conversational typical of relationships talking 
about day to day activities and expressing their love for each other. However I did notice that 
Officer Becerra would often send unsolicited images of his erect penis to his girlfriend which 
appeared to shock her. Often Officer Becerra's girlfriend would respond to the sent images 
expressing her frustration of viewing images of his erect penis since she claimed to be in public 
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at the time and feared embarrassment that someone might see her viewing it. Occasionally within 
a couple month span of their text messages Officer Becerra s girlfriend u'ould send partially 
nude images of herself which would result in Officer Becerra replying with images of his erect 
penis. 

On 102417. approximately 1324 hours. I received a phone call from the Alameda County Crime 
Lab advising their crime lab report was eompletc along with the data from the cell phones. 
Approximately 1515 hours 1 drove to the Alameda County Crime Lab in Oakland and took 
custody of the cell phone data which had been preserved on a Hash drive and scaled in an 
envelope. I also took possession of the crime lab report which detailed how the forensic evidence 
was collected. 


1 returned to SLPD CID with the evidence and began reviewing the contents o f the cell phone s 
data. Sin ce 1 knew Officer Becerra had deleted a lot of the text messages from 

|l reviewed the data contents from her cell phone. I couldn't find a message thread from 
Officer Becerra and had difficulty viewing the message data to determine who it came from. 
When I reviewed the image^tiKU'ideos fron^|^H| cell phone 1 found sexually explicit nude 
images and videos of both [HHand Officer Becerra. These sexually explicit images and 
videos had date and time stamps which began on 090217 and ended on 101117. 


I also took a little time to review the contents of Offic er Becerra's personal cell phone and was 
able 10 locate a few of the deleted text messages I rom One text message 

worth noting was sent to Officer Becerra on 101217 at 2200 hours stating, “thank you for 
coming in my mouth. " This appears to allude to their last sexual encounter which occurred at the 
San Leandro Marina on that date approximately 2100 hours. 


Upon reviewing some of the content of the cell phone data it appeared the task of fully 
examining and analyzing the cell phone data would be too time consuming so 1 decided to let 
Sgi. Teng handle this task. 

On 102517. approximately 0S30 hours. I met with Sgi. Teng and briefed him on mv findings of 
the recovered cell phone data and how 1 n eeded him 10 further ex amine and analysis the cell 
phone data specific to Officer Becerra and^^H^HH^^^B-ommunicating about their 
relationship and any discussions leading up to each of their sexual encounters. I then provided 
the flash drive containing the recovered cell phone data from the vicinvs cell phone and the 
suspect's cell phones (see Sgt. Tcng's investigative supplemental report for further details). 
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Based on the statement from the viciimJMMHHHHHHPmd the admission of Officer 
Becerra engaging in all of the described sexual acts it appears Officer Becerra is in violation of 
the following: 

-12 counts of 261.5(a) PC. unlawful sexual intercourse with a person under 18 years of age 
-12 counts of 289(h) PC. anal or genital penetration by foreign object 
-11 counts of 2S8a(b)( I) PC. oral copulation of a child between 16-18 years of age 
-1 count of 286(b)(1) PC. sodomy of a child between 16-18 years of age

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INVESTIGATION : 

On 101317, around 2135 hours, 1 called the Criminal Investigation Division 
commander Lieutenant 1 . Benabou regarding a voicemail he left minutes earlier for me 
to contact him. Lieutenant Benabou requested that 1 respond to the police department 
the next day at 0730 hours regarding a criminal investigation that 1 was to assist with. 

On 101417, at 0730 hours, I arrived at the police department and met with Chief J. 
Tudor, Captains L. Torres and J. Knox, Lieutenants I. Benabou and J. Molettieri, and 
Sergeants L. Khan and R. Sanche2 in the Chiefs conference room. The group was 
briefed about the allegations of a sexual relationship between SU-Officer M. Becerra and 
a juvenile female Police Explorer that was received from a Child Protective Services 
(CPS) cross-report form. I was tasked with assisting Sergeant Sanchez in conducting the 
initial criminal investigation regarding the allegations. We were informed that Sergeant 
D. Leja, who headed the Special Victims Unit, would assume the role of primary 
investigator when he returned to work. 

Aroundo845 hours, I responded to the victim’s home, located at| 

| with Sergeant Sanchez and Lieutenant Benabou. We contacted the victim 
ancHienTiother and informed them of the reason for our visit. 

Sergeant Sanchez and I spoke with the victim, and she acknowledged having a sexual 
relationship with Becerra. The victim agreed to accompany us to undergo a forensic 
interview at the Child Abuse Listening Interviewing and Coordination (CALICO) center 
in San Leandro. The victim also agreed to allow' us to obtain details of her 
communications with Becerra from her cell phone, and provided us with the PIN code to 
unlock her phone. The victim showed me the text message thread with Becerra, and I 
noted that he was listed as “Officer Big Bird” in her text message contacts. (NOTE: a 
Voluntary Consent to Search form was later signed bv the victim and attached to this 
case as one was not on hand during this initial encounter). 

Forensic Interview : 

Around 0900 hours, Sergeant Sanchez and 1 transported the victim to the CALICO 
center, located at 524 Estudillo Avenue, and Lieutenant Benabou met us there. We then 
met with forensic interviewer Bertha Nevarez and Assistant District Attorney Joni 
Leventis. We briefed Nevarez and Leventis on the general allegations found on the CPS 
report. Nevarez then proceeded with the forensic interview' with the victim. 

During the interview, the victim stated that she has been a Police Explorer with the San 
Leandro Police Department since August of 2016. During that time, Becerra was one of 
the advisors for the Explorers program. 
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The victim disclosed that starting about a month ago, her relationship with Becerra 
changed. The victim stated that she and Becerra communicated their feelings of liking 
each other over text message. The victim and Becerra also sent each other explicit 
pictures of their genitalia, (her) breasts, and (her) buttocks. They then agreed to meet 
up to have sexual intercourse. 

The victim disclosed that they met up for sex about 10 times. In addition to vaginal sex, 
the pair also engaged in oral copulation, digital penetration, and anal sex. The victim 
stated they had sex twice at her home and the other times were somewhere by the San 
Leandro Marina in one of their cars. 

The last occurrence of them meeting for sex was on Thursday, 101217, around 2130 
hours. (NOTE: There was an Explorers’ meeting earlier that evening.) The victim stated 
that Becerra knew she was 17 years old. 

During the interview, the victim stated she did write about their sexual relationship. 
However, it was unclear if this was a physical diary or an online blog or digital journal. 

Refer to Sergeant Sanchez’ supplemental for more details regarding the victim’s 
disclosures during the forensic interview. 

Pretext Phone Calls : 

Once the forensic interview was completed, we spoke with the victim about conducting a 
pretext phone call to Becerra. The victim agreed to this and I set up an Olympus VN- 
8100PC digital recorder and an Olympus TP7 telephone pickup to record the phone call 
from her cell phone. 

During the first call, the victim asked Becerra w hat he thought about “us” (their 
relationship). Becerra replied, “Everything is fun, 1 mean, it’s urn a lot of fun. But to be 
completely honest, it’s never without uh, like every time we meet up it’s never without 
repercussions. And the repercussions are me feeling guilty every time.” Becerra added, 
“1 thoroughly enjoy it, and I thoroughly enjoy, you know, everything we do, but it just 
makes me feel guilty." Becerra acknowledged they both had feelings for each other and 
stated that he felt guilty and did not want to lead the victim on. 

The victim stated that she sometimes felt guilty w hen they had sex because Becerra has 
a girlfriend, to which Becerra replied, “Uh huh.” The victim asked Becerra what he . 
thought was going to happen when they (he and his girlfriend) bought a house. Becerra 
replied that at some point certain things have to stop. When the victim asked, “Like 
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what”, Becerra replied, “Everything we’ve been doing.” Becerra then clarified that 
“being friends” doesn’t have to stop “but certain things do, obviously.” 

Becerra then disconnected the phone call and called the victim back with a Facetime 
request. I instructed the victim not to accept the Facetime request and to call Becerra 
back. Becerra picked up the phone call and they continued their conversation. 

During the second conversation the victim asked if Becerra was “falling” for her and he 
told her that he could not answer that because he did not want to lead her on. Becerra 
stated he would be more comfortable having this conversation face-to-face or over 
Facet i me. 

The victim asked Becerra, “So I’m not just sex, like we’re friends, too?” Becerra replied, 
“We’re obviously friends, we’re good friends, we’re really good friends.” Becerra also 
stated that he did not want the victim to get hurt and that he “felt like a shitty human 
being.” Becerra told the victim they could not ever have “a legitimate relationship”. As 
Becerra explained his reasoning to the victim, he stated, “Think about it right, we’re 
almost 10 years apart, like let’s sav we did have a legitimate relationship...(the victim 
interjects and says they were 8 years apart)... 8 years apart, right. And let’s say when 
you turn 18, ok boom, we’re boyfriend girlfriend now, and every function 1 have at work, 
I’m going to be taking you with me.

I noted from the pretext phone calls that Becerra acknowledged the victim was not yet 
18 years old. In addition, Becerra never made any denial statements when the victim 
mentioned them having sex. Instead, he appeared to want to avoid discussing that 
subject over the phone and wanted to talk about it in person or over Facetimc with the 
victim. 

The audio files from the pretext phone calls were later transferred to a disc and 
submitted as evidence.

Around 1212 hours, I transported the victim to Highland Hospital and arrived around

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While waiting for the exam, 1 spoke with the victim about the written entry regarding 
her relationship with Becerra that she mentioned during the earlier forensic interview 1 . 
The victim stated it was an online diary of hers that was stored on Google Drive accessed 
through software from her high school. The victim said there was only one entry about 
the relationship and she was willing to show it to me. 


The entry shown to me was a paragraph detailing the victim's feelings of love and 
infatuation towards an unnamed male subject. There were no details of any physical 
acts or other identifying information contained. The time and date listed below the 
entry was “09:04 Wednesday September 27” [Note: It was unclear if this time and date 
was for the entry shown to me or for the one following it.) With the victim’s permission, 
I took a picture of the entry using Sergeant Sanchez’ cell phone. This image was later 
transferred onto a disc and submitted into SU’D property as evidence.

After the SARI’ examination was completed,_ 

evidence kit and turned it over to my custody. Around 1650 hours, 1 transported the 
victim back to her residence and arrived there at 1702 hours. I then released the 
victim back to her mother’s custody. It was at this time that the victim signed a Consent 
to Search Form (which was left at the residence by Lieutenant Benabou) in her mother’s 
presence for us to search the contents of her cell phone. 


I returned to the police station around 1730 hours and turned over the victim's cell 
phone to Sergeant B. Anthony around 1733 hours. Sergeant Anthony had been tasked 
with penning any necessary search warrants and downloading the contents of any 
pertinent electronic devices, including the victim’s cell phone. I also provided Sergeant 
Anthony with the PIN code to unlock the victim’s phone. 


While at the station, I downloaded the 2 audio Files of the pretext phone calls from the 
digital recorder used and made 2 copies of them on separate discs. I submitted 1 disc 
into SLPD property as evidence and placed another copy of the phone calls on the desk 
in the locked office of Sergeant Leja. I submitted the SART exam evidence kit and the 
SART exam document packet into SLPD property as evidence. I also placed a copy of 
the SART exam document packet on Sergeant Leja’s desk. The digital recorder used in 
the pretext phone call was later returned to Sergeant Khan who was tasked, at the time, 
with conducting the police department’s administrative investigation.

On 101817, I was paired with Detective Sergeant T. Young and assigned to conduct 
several follow-up interviews with police explorers and police department employees 
who had direct involvement and/or frequent contact with the Police Explorers program.

Follow-up with the Victim; 


On 101917, around 1731 hours, 1 sat in with Sergeant Leja as he conducted a follow-up 
interview with the victim at the CALICO center in San Leandro. During the interview', 
we clarified certain details with the victim. The victim stated that she and Becerra met 
up 12 times (as opposed to 10 that she mentioned during her forensic interview') for sex. 
The victim also gave more details regarding the vehicles involved and locations. 
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After the interview, the victim agreed to show Sergeant Leja and me the exact location at 
the San Leandro Marina where she and Becerra met up to have sex. We were 
accompanied by ADA Leventis. The victim directed us to the northern portion of the 
parking lot of El Torito restaurant, located at 5 Monarch Bay Drive. The victim stated 
that every time they met for sex, other than the 2 occasions at her home, it was in this 
parking lot area of El Torito restaurant. 

Refer to Sergeant Leja’s investigative supplement for more details regarding the victim’s 
follow-up interview. 

Suspect Interview; 

On 102017, Sergeant Leja and I responded to the office of the Rains Lucia Stern St. 
Phalle & Silver law firm, located at 2300 Contra Costa Boulevard in Pleasant Hill, for a 
pre-arranged interview with Becerra at 1030 hours. We met with Becerra and his 
attorney Michael Rains, who sat in for the interview in the conference room of the law' 
firm. Sergeant Leja advised Becerra of his rights per Miranda, and Becerra understood 
his rights and signed a statement form before proceeding to speak with us. 

During the interview, Becerra spoke about the victim becoming an explorer with the San 
Leandro Police Department about a year ago. Becerra also stated that his relationship 
with the victim “changed” about a month and a half ago. Becerra stated that his 
relationship with the victim became more personal as he counseled her about personal 
issues and also shared with her some details about his own personal life. They also 
began discussing what sexual acts they enjoyed. This culminated in a conversation over 
Snapchat where the victim told Becerra she liked him and had feelings for him. Becerra 
told the victim the same. 

The victim sent text messages containing pictures of her breasts, buttocks, and vagina to 
Becerra, and he also sent her pictures of his penis. Becerra stated the pictures of the 
victim were deleted off of his phone and that he never shared them with anyone. 

Becerra stated he and the victim communicated over text messages about meeting up to 
have sex and he suggested them meeting at the San Leandro Marina. Becerra 
specifically recalled the location was in the north parking lot of El Torito’s. Becerra 
admitted to meeting up with the victim to have sex a total of 6 times; twice at her home 
and 4 times at the marina. Becerra and the victim engaged in vaginal sex, oral 
copulation (him on her and her on him), digital penetration (him on her), and anal sex. 
The last occurrence was on 101217, around 2100 hours, after an Explorers’ meeting. 
Becerra stated that before each meet-up, he and the victim would communicate over 
text message to arrange them. 
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Becerra expressed his remorse and took full responsibility for his actions, stating that he 
was the adult and should have known better. Becerra said that he never disclosed his 
relationship with the victim to anyone else. 

Refer to Sergeant Leja's investigative supplement for full details regarding Becerra’s 
interview. 

Locker Search and Cell Phone Data: 

On 102017,around 1450 hours, I assisted Sergeant Leja as he executed a search 
warrant on Becerra’s departmental locker (#35). Sergeant Leja was the primary 
searcher and collected several pieces of evidence. 1 assisted bv lookin^hroueh 
Becerra’s patrol bag, and located a “thank you” card from ExploreiflBHH ear the 
bottom of the main compartment. I handed this to Sergeant Leja. Refer to his 
supplement for details regarding the search. 

On 102517, around 0830 hours. Sergeant Leja asked me to go through the data 
extracted from the victim’s cell phone and Becerra’s personal and work cell phones. 
Sergeant Leja was specifically looking for the times and dates of when any explicit 
images were exchanged between Becerra and the victim as well as any communications 
arranging their meet-ups to have sex. At 0845 hours, Sergeant Leja handed me a 
silver thumb drive labeled with the SLPD case number as well as an assigned number 
from the ACSO Crime Lab (L17-2461-1). The thumb drive contained a folder with the 
pictures taken of the processed cell phones, and 3 separate folders labeled Vi (victim’s 
phone), V2 (Becerra’s personal phone), and V3 (Becerra’s work phone). 

Victim’s Personal Phone: 

As previously mentioned, Becerra was listed as “Officer Big Bird” in the victim’s cell 
phone contact list. “Officer Big Bird’s” identirt^^ecerra was corroborated by the cell 
phone number listed under the contactas well as the contact photo being 
that of Becerra and the victim. 

In the data extracted from the victim’s phone, I was only able to find one message 
thread between her and Becerra under the “Chats” category (none found under MMS or 
SMS Messages). There were 2 other incoming messages from Becerra dated 012017 and 
072517, but there was no content available on those messages. 

The message thread between the victim and Becerra included 284 messages that only 
went as far back as 101117. The time stamp of the message thread did not appear to be 
in Pacific Daylight Time (PDT or UTC -7) because the discussions of an Explorers’ 
meeting were timestamped in the early hours of 101317; however, the actual meeting 
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took place in the evening of 101217. I suspected the messages were timestamped using 
Coordinated Universal Time (UTC) instead. 

On 101117/1724 hours, the victim sent Becerra a short video clip of her naked in the 
shower, showing the front of her chest and crotch. The victim invited Becerra to come 
over but he declined. In their conversations, 1 noticed the victim referring to Becerra as 
“big bird” and he referred to her as “baby bird ’. The victim later suggests “after the 
(Explorers’) meeting” and Becerra agrees. The victim also sent Becerra pictures of her 
with her hand down the front of her pants, her buttocks, bare breasts, crotch (with 
underwear removed), and a video of her masturbating. Later, the pair discussed the 
logistics and location (the victim asked, “Marina?) of their meet-up. Becerra told the 
victim to meet him “at the same place”. The pair say goodnight to each other on 
101317/0456 hours. The victim followed with “thanks for dimming in my mouth” and 
Becerra replied, “;) thanks for not spilling hah. Night.” (NOTE: These last 2 messages 
were also found later on Becerra’s personal phone with the date and time as 
101217/2200 hours.) 

Under the “Images” section, starting on 090217, there were numerous pictures of a 
female’s bare breasts, buttocks, crotch, and genitalia. There were also numerous 
pictures of a male’s penis. Under the “Movies” section, starting on 090717, there were 
several video clips of a male masturbating as well as those of a female masturbating. I 
was unable to determine if these were taken or received by the victim’s phone and to 
whom the body parts in the images and videos belonged. 

While looking through the “Notes” section, 1 found numerous entries that appeared to 
be from a digital journal. There were several entries, beginning on 090817, that were 
sexual in nature and described sexual encounters with an unnamed subject. In the entry 
dated 0918 17, the writer (presumably the victim) mentioned Becerra’s girlfriend 

by name. The entries made on 092017, 092917, 100117, and 101217, appear 
to describe specific sexual encounters. 

The entry on 092017 described a sexual encounter with an unnamed subject at an 
unknown location. Later, while l was examining the chat history from Becerra’s 
personal phone, I noticed 2 short messages between him and the victim (092017/1241 
hours) where he simply stated, “Here”, and she replied, “Doolittle.” Based on the 
journal entry, and the 2 text messages, I believed this was one of their meet-ups at the 
marina to have sex. (NOTE: Doolittle Drive is a main thoroughfare that runs 
north/south on the west side of San Leandro that must be crossed in order for anyone 
east of the street to reach the marina.) 

The entry on 092917 mentioned the encounter occurring at the victim’s home on a 
Monday, which I originally believed was referring to 092517. However, when I later

examined the data from Becerra’s personal phone, 1 noticed their conversation on 
092917 (Friday) discussed having to wait and how “Monday (presumably 100217) will 
be that much better”. This led me to believe the entries written on 092917 and 100117 
were likely fantasies of the victim that had not actually occurred vet, instead of what 1 
originally believed to be documentation of instances that already transpired. From the 
chat history in Becerra’s personal phone, the victim actually sent him the entry she 
wrote on 092917. 

The entry made on 101217 appeared to corroborate the victim and Becerra meeting for 
sex after their Explorers’ meeting on the same date, which was also their last 
rendezvous. 

Becerra’s Personal Phone: 

While sorting through the extracted data from Becerra’s personal phone, 1 did not locate 
anything relevant to the victim under SM^Messages. The only thing noteworthy found 
under MMS Messages, was one sent byHH^Hon 051217 that contained a 
screenshot of what appear ed to be messages sent by the victim to H^^^^HHUhe 
message from H" detailed |displeasure with rec eiving a late nigh t text 
from the victim. The message exchange between the victim and | 
appeared to be about police activity that occurred outside of her residence. (NOTE: This 
corroborated and explained the incident brought up bv some of those we interviewed.) 

While going through the messages under “Chats”, 1 noticed that for some reason very 
few of the messages were in “thread” form. Instead, it appeared the majority of the 
messages were listed individually. It was easy to identify' the messages from the victim, 
who was listed by her first and last names, but Becerra’s replies did not indicate to 
whom the messages were being sent to. As such, I had to piece together Becerra’s 
replies in their conversations by the context of the messages he was sending. As a result, 
some of the conversations appeared to be disjointed with many messages either missing, 
or perhaps taking place over a different platform. The timestamps for these messages 
appeared to be correct as nearly all of them indicated they were UTC -7, which is also 
PDT. 

Of the conversations I was able to find, the following are those that appeared to allude 
to, or some more clearly indicate, Becerra and the victim meeting up for sex (Note 
messages from the victim will be indicated with a “V” and those from Becerra with an 
“S” for “suspect”): 

- 091117/0615 hours V: I really enjoy talking to you too, probably more than the 

sex. 1 really like you. I hope you had fun. Sleep in! :)

As shown by the conversations listed above, 1 was able to find 6 possible references of 
the victim and Becerra meeting for sex. At this point, 1 realized that while the victim 
had indicated the pair had sex either 10 or 12 times, Becerra stated in his interview that 
they had sex a total of 6 times (2 times at the victim’s home and 4 times at the marina). 
The conversations 1 listed appeared to corroborate Becerra’s account with the meet-ups 
on 092617 and 100217 seemingly occurring at the victim’s residence and the remaining 
4 either referring/alluding to the marina or being unclear on location. 

There were numerous messages in between the meet-ups where Becerra and the victim 
discussed the nature of their relationship, their age difference, and various sex acts, or 
engaged in flirtatious conversation. 

One noteworthy message, which was sent on 082617 at 2009 hours by Becerra to the 
victim, stated, “But we can’t talk about any inappropriate stuff till you turn 18 hah.” 

This was one indicator that Becerra knew the victim was underage before they started 
having sex. 

I also located several conversations between Becerra and an unidentified subject (listed 
as “Unknown”) that appeared to imply sexual meet-ups between them. 1 determined 
this was most likely not the victim since the victim’s messages were identified by her 
name. Also, the terms of endearment used in these conversations “boo” (for the 
unidentified subject) and “stud” (for Becer ra) were not consistent with what Becerra and 
the victim used for each other (“big bird” and “baby bird”). 

I noticed that none of the messages between Becerra and the victim contained any 
images or video even though some of the other messages suggested their existence. I 
noticed there were messages between them that appeared to be blank or contained a 
combination of symbols 1 could not decipher. 1 believed these messages to possibly be 
the ones that contained either an image or video that had since been deleted.

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I did not locate any pictures or videos on Becerra’s personal phone data in the “Images” 
or “Videos” sections that matched the explicit ones found in the victim’s phone. (NO'IT 
Becerra stated in his interview that he deleted the explicit photos shared between him 
and the victim.) 

Becerra’s Work Phone: 

I did not find anything relevant to this investigation in Becerra’s work phone. 

After completing mv examination of the extracted cell phone data, I returned the silver 
thumb drive containing the data to Sergeant Leja’s desk in his locked office around 

1953 hours.

Examination Results and Conclusions 


1 checked out the items from Evidence, inventoried them, and took photographs to document their condition. 1 
took the SIM cards out of each cell phone and used the UFED Touch to perform a SIM card contents 
extraction. I was only able to extract the phone number for VI using the UFED Touch. The phone numbers 
for V2 and V3 were extracted using the PA. 

I put the SIM cards back into their respective phones. 1 took the phones to a radio-shielded room designed to 
prevent connection to their network towers. I powered on the phones and used the provided passcodes to 
unlock and access each phone. All phones were already in airplane mode. 

I used PA to perform an advanced logical extraction for each cell phone. I opened the extractions in PA and 
generated a UFED Reader report for each phone. For V2 and V3,1 filtered for dates authorized in the search 
warrant. At the conclusion of the extraction, I performed a random visual-verification that the data in the 
report was accurately displayed as was on the physical phones. Not all data was guaranteed to be extracted 
such as 3 rd party application data that was not supported by PA. For instance not all data was extracted for 
applications Snapchat, Whatsapp, and TBH. 

I generated a results media for the investigators and an archive copy for the Crime Lab.
